Mr. Paleologo, the Greek merchant 
who was recently comjflittad for trial 
at Manchester fpr^f^fiiid iH connection 
iwith'hiBbatikruptoylnnd who, when 
,adtaitted'toibail in .£8000, ran nway to 
Spain, IS an historical celebrity in his 
way. Ho is a lineal descendant of the 
Emperors of the East— a descent 
which he and the members of his fam- 
ily very much pride themselves on. 
The head of the Paleologo was for a 
long time reaidont in Bombay, whore 
he conducted a very successful and 
"exlHifiifvlf'trade as a merchant:-' It is 
one of the tradijtioiis.of this ex-Imper- 
ial family that the time will come when 
the Empire of the East shall be re- 
established under the sceptro of a 
Paleologo. On the occasion of the 
revolution in Greece, in 18G3, whicb 
resulted , ip the ''abdication of King 
Otho, Mr. Paleologo came forward "as 
a candidate for the throne of that 
country. It was thought that the 
characteristic patriotism of the Hel- 
lenes would induce them to readily 
accept the legitimate descendant of 
their ancient rulers as ^ing, but in 
this the Pttleologi were deceived. Pal- 
eologo'a claims were never entertain- 
ed, and after inviting Prince Alfred to 
become their sovereign, the Greeks 
had to fall back upon their present 
King George. Disappointed in wear- 
ing a crown, the descendant of a line 
of Emperors once more turned his at- 
tention to cbmmerce, with what success 
the records of the Bankruptpy Court 
attest. ' ' '

-tbb stage and proceeds in comparative 
comfort Tiutil ho roaohm tho ni)ot wliore 
formerly tho -t-milo briilt^e stooil; hero, 
tho structure having been Mwept inv;iy, ho 
IMlloeda bjs baggage uud taking to fact 
Bdhoros with toaacity to a lo lgo of tho 
tnoiintain until the other side of tho 
■tcQ3im is. gained. Then a second ooacli is 
resorted to, and tbo p.issenget -travels on 
■"wheels nntil the 14 milo post comes in 
sight. At this point Indiana relievo tho 
stage of mails and express, carrying them 
,t<:i'the 20-mile post, the traveller also foot- 
ing it on tho mountain above, as tho roa 1 
below is impa3Siiblo, ospei'ially so iit the 
ISJ-milo post where tho high waters havo 
not yet receded. From the 20-inilo post 
the luxary of a coach is again indulged 
in, this time until Anderson River is 
loached, but the passenger is there de- 
posited in a canoo and tho further bank 
qf tUo stream is thus gained. Thence by 
Btago the 28^ mile post is arrived at; 
thonco by canoo olico more the water is 
oroased and the coach rolls on again to 
SiskaF^at. Here passengers, mails and 
expreaa cross the stream on logs, horses 
and other animals having to swim, but 
from tho upjior bank of tho water a good 
rest is obtaioable 011 tho sf.igo until Ni- 
comin — tho OS-mile post — is liiade. Thonco 
■ to Spenco's bridge saddle and pack horses 
,BQe called into requisition. Botwcon the 
14 and 19-mile posts the rooxl is in a worse 
oonditionj^lihan m «aj other locality, and 
will require oonidderable labor, extending 
over no short period, to be placed m a 
passable state. The bridge at Siska Flat 
18 the first which was carried away by tbo 
freshet, and it is expected a new structure 
will occapy the place of that demolished 
jnihe. course of a few days. The mad 
is generally imi^roving in condition mid 
next week stages will bo able to run from 
Yale to llombrot's. Almost superhnniin 
ellorts have boon made to carry tho mails 
and express throngh on time, and it is but 
justice to Messrs. F. J. Barnard & Co., 
oontructors, to state that not a single trip 
' bas been miosed and that on every occa- 
sion tb'e m^ils have arrived at their pro- 
per destination ahead of contract time. 
Oitizons merely rending of tho damages 
resulting from the gn-at freshet and tbo 
hardships attending road travel of late 
have no adequate idea of the magnitude 
of difSculties which have been actually 
; <iqD^aded with.

The picture of tlio Duchess ot De- 
voii.sliiio, which bud already become 
famous for liaviii;.; .sold for 10,000 gui- 
neas (.t;iO,(JO.'i), tbo higliost price over 
paid at an auction for a portrait, has 
now been i-endered still morp so by 
hiivin^' lieoii stoioii from tho ^^allory, 
in which it liiid only rucontly boon 
phieed fur exhibition, known iia the 
New Bnlisli liiblitutiou, at 38n, Old 
Jiond street The greatest oxcitemeut 
arose in tho noii,'Uborbood when it bo- 
canio known tlni^ this extraordinaiy 
and daring rubbery hail been conunit- 
ted. The gali(;ry is left to tho caro of 
a respectable mun at uigbt, who 
sleeps on . the plemiseB. This man 
looked roiind the rooms under his 
care before ^'oiiig to bed at cloveu 
o'clock oil -May 25tli, niul tho picture 
was tluMi safo in its iiliice. During liio 
night thcro was no iioiso bcnrd iu tho 
gallery, yet upon going into the gal- 
lery the following morQing the pic- 
ture was missing. The thief is sup- 
posed to have got ndmissiuu to tho 
gallery before llio hour for closing, 
and to liavo concealod hiiiisolf. As 
soon as all was ([uiet for tho night he 
proceeded with bi.s taskiua umnnor 
which proves that he was acquainted 
with tbo best mode of dealing with tho 
article lie bad como to steiil. First of 
all ho removed tho picture from the 
largo fraiiK!; the canvas was then at - 
tached to what is teclmicallj' known 
as the straining fraioo, and by placing 
a knife betwoen the caovaa, on the 
face of the frame, be quickly cut tho 
picture away. Then tho canvas must 
have been rolled up. It would in this 
condition have attracted uo special 
attention if carried alon^f a erowdod 
street. Au examination of the room 
led to the (liscovory of marks such as 
a chisel would mako iu tho window 
frame, and this lends to tho supjiosi- 
tioM that the tliief left by tho window 
after completing the robbery. Tho 
matter baa been- placed in;,, .the hands 
of o.v^iorienced offic^ers belonging to 
Scotland-yard, and a reward of £1,000 
has been offered for tho a])i)roliL'n.sion 
of the ])ersoa or persons who stole 
tho picture.

These tho 
thieves were not able to turn into mon- 
ey, and at last they gave up the at- 
tenii)t, being coin[)olle(l in order to 
esc!i)io d(d(.'ctiou to bide away thoir 
plnmlor uiidia' one of the arcbes of 
lilackbiirs Bridge, where the pictures 
wore at length discovered and restor- 
ed to their owuer^ In another renmrk - 
able instance which occurred about 
two years ago only, the iniscreantH 
who out the picture of St. Aiitlior.y 
fi'oin the great picture by Murillo, in 
the ( 'aiiiedral of Seville, wero cauglit 
in the attempt to sell tho llgure in 
iSow York, and oonvictod and punish- 
ed. Tho jiicturo Ims recently been 
com; ! icly and very ably restored with 
tbo ligiiie of tho saint replaced. Tho 
famous '• \ iorgo Coupee" of Marshal 
Soult's gallery was the '■ picture / from 
which it waa said an officer cut the 
figures of the Virgin and Child before 
it had been taken by tho Marshal as 
his jirize. b'or many years tboisicturo 
rcinuini;d i n t lie Soult (.iallery with a 
modern \'iigiii and Child supplied in 
place of Murillo'a, and was sold in this 
state, eventually, by a most felicitous 
piece of gooil fortune, coming into tlio 
poHscssion of a goiitloinnu who bap- 
poned long before to have purohasod 
tho reaM'irgin and Child of Murillo 
belonging to it. In the present case 
it is to be liojied that a picture of such 
reinarKablo notoriety and interest will 
bo recovered uninjured, and the auda- 
cious thief or thieves brought, -tp jns- 
tico.

A villain with a heart moio callous 
than that of Thomassen, and a record 
no less atrocious, has just been uncov- 
ered at Ada, Hardin county, Ohio, in 
the person of Isaac B. Charlos, late 
city troasiircr of Ada, and who lias, up 
to a short [loriod, borne an oxcolleut 
roputatioLi, and bas boon 'regarded 
aa a consistent nioinber of tbo 
Church, but who is now proved, within 
tbo past four years, to have murdered 
his own father and inotbor.inado away 
with his >vi^iand child to niany bis 
servaiitVitl, committed abortion, for- 
gery and robbery, and winding up, a 
few day.4 ago, by feoding arsenic to 12 
members of his brotliur.s' faiaiiiCB, four 
of whom have died, and some of Ibo 
others are likely to. This murderous 
record began four years ago, tho fa- 
itheJCiand mpthor being the llr.st vic- 
ti^i^,. .leijac had got hopclcKsly in 
..d,ebt, and to get out bad forged bis 
father's name to several notes, which, 
coming dae, liogari to trouble him. 
Tho father provulod for one, but while 
talking with Isaac about the others, 
one day.in the baru.was killed — Isaac 
eaid by a kick from a horse. A few 
days after tho old lady sudtleiily died 
— from grief, Isaac waid, and hia bro- 
thers ami tho coininunity believed 
bini. iJut a m,ore startling e])iHutlo 
waa yet iu store for this terribly fated 
family. Isaac bad in his household a 
young girl, some 17 years, and of a 
Buddon slie was sent away to Colum- 
bus. During her absence, Isaac's wife 
and child were suddenly taken ill, and 
afteva veny brief sickaess they went 
down into tho grave to join tho aged 
couple who had so shortly before do- 
pai'ted this life so suddenly. Within 
si.x. montba oC bis wife's death Isaac 
married his servant girl. Still the 
community was not aroused. In the 
mcantinae Isaac had obtained from the 
jn'obate isoifli the appointment of him- 
self as the administrator of bis father's 
estate, and proceeded to settle up bis 
alTairs. In tho course of a week it 
becanio ajiparout tbtit Isaac was " ad- 
min iatoriiig" tho oatato to his own ad- 
vantage. None of the taxes were paid , 
and it was ascertained that he had 
been pledging tbo assets of the estate 
for his personal debts. Six mouths 
ago, on petition of bis brother, Isaac 
waa removed from tbo oflice and Mr. 
Isaac Thompson, of Ada, appointed 
adminiatrator. Jjost w^ek a meeting 
wasTairrnuged at one of the brothers' to 
settle matters. Isaac came the day 
before, and, while bis brother's wife 
was iiiixiiig bread preparatory to tho 
largo company of the morrow, manag- 
ed to slip into tho dough arsenic 
enough to kill forty jicrsons; then, 
suddenly 'recollecting' a business eii- 
gagemout which 'would keep him a 
couple of days,' left the house. The 
other brothers met no.'ct day with their 
familieB,.{(te of the bread, and thirteen 
were' soon violently sick, four of them 
dying tho same day. Isaac was ar- 
rested Sunday night, and is kejit un- 
der strong guard to prevent lynching, 
tbo evidence against him being over- 
whelming.
